CAPTAIN Wi.D#sS IN COURT. 


The =<Commander of the Yantie Gives Hie Opinion 
About the Work of Gariington’s Landsmen, 

WASHINGTON, November 19.—I[n the Proteus 
court of inquiry Commander Frank Wildes, 
United States navy, commander of the United 
States steamship Yantic, was called to the 
witness stand this afternoon. Before taking 
the oath he handed to the court two papers, 
stating that they were the orders of the secre- 
tary of the navy under which he reported to 
the court. 

By the recorder—The oath will be adminis- 
tered to you, Captain: Wildes. 

Captain Wildes—Before taking the oath, 
Mr. President, I would like to ask a question. 
‘It is in what capacity lam to appear before 
the court, whether to have my acts as com- 
mander of the naval part of the expedition 
inquired into by the court, or simply asa wit- 
ness to testify asto what | know regarding 

the acts of others? 

The court considered Captain Wildes’ ques- 
tions in secret session, and when the doors 
were opened Commander Wildes was 
informed by the recorder that the court was 
convened by order of the president to inves- 
tigate all The circumstances attending the 
failure of the expidition of 1885, and that he 
Was summoned as a witness to answer any 
questions the court might put. He had the 
same privilege that any witness had to refuse 
to answer a question which might tend to 
criminate himself.

WHAT CAPTAIN WILDES KNEW. 

The oath having been administered, Com- 
“mander Wiles identitied the instructions 
under which he had acted on his voyage. 
Being asked by the recorder if on learning 
of the disaster of the Proteus it dccurred to 
him to land the stores from the Yantic and 
make .a cache for the Proteus or for the 
Greely party, he rep ied in the affirmative. 
“What was your views on the subject?” 

‘‘] decline to answer tbat qnestion.”’ 

The refusal gave rise toa brief discussion, 
resulting in the repetition of the question to 
which he replied that the matter had been fully 
covered in hisletter tothe secretery of the 
navy. The letter was read, and was accepted 
as an answer toa questiou. The witness sta- 
ted that aside from the sheathing of the 
Yantic she had no equipment designed es- 
pecially for arctic cruising. The witness said 
one reason for the failure ofthe expedition 
was thatthe great and important enterprise 
had been undertaken wiih very insufticient 
and scanty means. Two ships were sent north 

unlike each other in powers. One 
a reserve ship. The other 
leading one, which was 
to do the work, wasa foreign ship, oflicered 
and manned by British officers and a British 
crew flying the British flag. The crew was 
picked up anywhere and everywhere, heach 
joafers, jongshoremen, not seamen at all—an 
expedition of landsmen sent on a service 
which required a knowledge of how to live 
either on water or land, or upon ice as well; 
a supporting shipsent up, which was not suit- 
able for the purpose, carrying too large a crew 
avd not enough provisions, entirely 
upfitted for ice encounters; liable to 
be caught in the ice and to meet with 
much graver disaster than was actually ex- 
rienced. When the navy department 
thought it proper to send an expedition north 
to search for the Jeannette, they convened a 
board of high officers, which sat for weeks 
studying and determining the equipment 
down to the minutest point which should be 
fitted to this ship: what the vessel was to do, 
where it was to go, what men were to go in 
her, and even then the ship was lost, though 
she did very wellso faras she went. In the 
present case the witness did not know that 
anything of the kind had been done. Though 
there were records of other arctic expeditions 
in abundance for reference, he did know that 
_any reference was made to them. 
AN ATTACK ON CAPTAIN PIKE, 

If the commander of the Proteus had been 
familiar with navigation in ice, the ship, in 
the opinion of the witness, would not have 
gone in asshe did. Captain Pike never ex- 
amined the ice for himself; never went aloft, 
but trusted to his son. and boatsman for the 
reports. He was supposed to furnish all the 
experience and the ice the knowledge, and 
sea-worship for the expedition. He furnished 
none that the witness was aware of, The wit- 
ness said that the Yautic might have been 
handled by 60 men with some changes in her 

uipment. She had been cruising in the 
West Indian water before going north. The 
witness did not know, except through the 
newspapers, that his yessel was to go north 
till he received hisorders 3 days before sailing.

The Federal Snpreme Court Decides That a Come. 
pany Cannot Sell Immualty From Taxation. 

WasHincton, November 19.—Among the 
decisions handed down to-day by the supreme 
court, was one case, No. 765, the Louisville 
and Nashville railway company, plaintiff in 
error. vs. Manuel Palmer, collector, etc., in 
error, to the supreme court of Florida. The 
question presented by this case is whether the 
line of railroad which was commenced, partly 
completed and operated by the Alabama and 
Florida railway, and which = through 
successive transfers has finally come into the 
hands of the Louisville and Nashville railway 
company, is orisnotexempt from taxation 
by virtue of an act passed by the legislature of 
Florida in 1855, and known asthe internal 
improvement act. This court holds that the 
exemption from taxation created by the 18th 
section of the internal iniprovement act of 
1855, is in every respect similar to that which 
was declared by this court in the case of Mor- 
gan vs. Louisiana, 93 United States, 217, to be 
non-assignable. Such exemption, therefore, 
did not pass fromthe Alabama and Florida 
railroad company to the Pensacola and Louis- 
ville railway company, when the former 
conveyed to the latter its road and franchises 
connected with and necessary in its construc- 
tion and operation. Even, however, if such 
exemption had passed to ‘the Pensacola 
and Louisville railway company, ethat corpo- 
ration would have had no power to further 
convey it, so that the line of railway in its 
present hands is property liable to state taxa- 
tion, and its present owners cannot 
claim immunity on the ground that the act 
of 1875, taxing property of all corporations, 
was an impairment of the obligations of the 
contract of 1855.. The decree of the supreme 
court of Florida is affirmed with costs, Opin- 
ion by Justice Matthews. Five other railroad 
corporations in Florida claim immunity from 
taxation on practically the same ground 
which was assumed in this case.

The Georgia Members to Object te Passing Appropri« 
ations for His Bencfit. 

Wasuincton, November 19.—It is said here 
that there is much feeling in Georgia over the 
appointment of Mr. Speer, to assist in the 
South Carolina cases, as it is contended that 
his duties in his own district are sufficient to 
occupy his time fully, and it is said that the 
Georgia representatives will object to any 
appropriation by congress for compensation 
to Mr. Speer on this account. One of the 
matters which will be fully ventilated at the 
approaching session is the employment 
of sO many special attorneys. It 
is alleged that more money has been expend- 
ed on this a@count by the present head of the 
department of justicethan by all his prede 
cessors together, and with precious little to 
show forit. Mr. Melton represented to the 
attorney-general that the prosecution of the 
election cases will be attended with much 
trouble and difficulty, and no great probabil- 
ity of convictions. South Carolina members 
of congress say that many of the cases are 
founded on trumped-up charges made for 
malignant and mercenary purposes, and they 
believe that the motives prompting the extra 
diligence and interest of the authorities here 
are more political than of any other charac- 
ter,

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FRAUDS THROUGH TaE POST. 


A Warning to Postmasters Not to Ald inthe Distribus 
tion of Lista. 

WASHINGTON, November 19.—The following 
official order has been made by Postmaster 
General Gresham: It appearing that certain 
persons have been practicing systematic 
frauds on ex-union soldiers, their widows and 
or hans, or other heirs, by making false rep- 
resentations concerning pension claims, and 
extorting illegal fees for services pretended to 
have been, or promised to be rendered, and 
this department having reason to believe that 
some postmasters have been aiding these 
fraudulent claim agents by furnishing them 
with lists of names of ex-union soldiers and 
others, supposed tobe entitled to pensions, 
and also by distributing their unaddressed 
circulars among that class, therefore post- 
masters are forbidden hereafter to furnish 
such lists, or to distribute any circulars of the 
kind indicated, unless they are addressed to 
some individual, and are prepared as required 
by law.

A SALVATION RIOT. 


An Old Soldier Creates a Disturbance Among the 
t’rivates at Kingston. 

Kinoston, Ont., November 19.—A disturb- 
ance occurred last night at Victoria music 
hall, occupied by the Salvationists. An ex- 
member of the army, who was intoxicated, 
entered the hall and had a collision with sev- 
eral individuals,some of whom he struck.

THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE, 

Soon after five o’clock the boat was discov- 
ered to be on fire,and in ashort time the mag- 
nificent «steamer was but amass of charred 
ruins. Four hundred and sixty-four bales of 
cotton ‘were taken on board after leaving 
Vicksburg, making 3,564 bales destroyed. 
The total loss is over $250,000. Just below 
Good Hope landing the cotton stowed amid- 
was foundto be on fire. Engineer 
Ganity began working the pumps, hoping to 
extinguish the flames without sounding the 
flarm, but the fire burned so rapidly that 
the destruction of the boat ap- 
peared inevitable and the alarm was given. 
Pilot Valtz atonce headed the steamer for 
the Louisiana shore. The boat struck a bank 
and the lines were put out. Nearly all the 
passengers, of whom there was quite a num- 
ber, were still asleep, but the work of arous- 
ing them occupied only a few minutes. Had 
not this time been well utilized the calamity 
would have been as great as when the Lee 
was destroyed. The passengers rushed to the 
bank in their night clothes, carrying other 
clothing in their hands, and abandoning to 
the devouring element all their baggage, 
including valuable ‘jewelry and _ large 
sums of money. They left the burning boat 
none too soon, for before the crew had got 
safely off,.the lines were burned in two and 
the doomed vessel, enveloped in flames, drift- 
ed out into the stream. Yell Boring, the sec- 
ond engineer, was one of the last to leave. He 
stood to his post of duty until he was entirely 
surrounded by fire. I inding he could dono 
more, he ran the gauntlet, jumped into the 
river and swam ashore. Some of the crew 
were taken off in a yawl. There was great ex- 
citement among them. Two jumped into the 
river, and one of them, Phil Burdborg, was 
drowned,

MEETING THE FLOATING FIRE. 

When the news of the disaster reached 
Natchez, the steamtug O'Brien started for the 
scene, She met the burning steamer tloating 
down,and shoved her onasandbar. Soon after- 
ward the powder in Parisott’s magazine ex- 
ploded, causing the stern of the wreck to sink 
in a few feet of water. The steamer City of 
Yazoo, of the same line, en route to Vicks- 
burg, tuok the Parisott’s passengers out of the 
vanebreak and brought them to Natchez. 
The origin of the fire is not definitely known. 
Te boat had fifty-eight deck passengers, many 
of whom insisted upon smoking pipes and 
cigarettes. It is believed that the fire was 
started by their carelessness. It is feared 
two or three deck passengers perished in the 
flames, The boat’s papers were lost.

THE STORM, 


Vessels Wind«Wrecked Off the Newfoundland Coast— 
Great Lows of Life. 

St. Jonns, November 19,—A cable dispatch 
from St. Pierre announced thata furious snow 
storm prevailed on Friday and Saturday last, 
probably attended with vast destruction of 
life and property. The ship Portland, lum- 
ber laden, bound to Liverpool, is a total wreck 
at Sandyard Point and its cargo is strewn all 
around the coast. The crew is supposed to 
be lost. The gchooner Jeannette was wreck- 
ed in the St Pierre roads. The French brig- 
antine Anrfie, of Newfoundland, 
brigantine Oban, laden with 
and bound to France, were driven 
upon the réefs and wrecked. Several vessels 
were driven from their anchors and partially 
wrecked. Advices from Trepassey state that 
several bodies have been driven ashore at St. 
Charles. There has as yet been no identifi- 
cation, they are all so mutilated and with 
heads, arms and legs severed from the trunks. 
At St. Charles a large vessel drove by, dis- 
masted and apparently abandoned. Fifteen 
to twenty vessels were in sight off Trepassey 
harbor during the height f thestorm. The 
seamen think they could not have survived 
the fury of that awful night. 

A telegraphic message from South Trinity 
bay states three schooners named Minstour, 
Annie and Albatross, were wrecked during 
the storm of Friday and Saturday last. The 
british schooner Archibald was also lost at 
Captain Bay. The Warren line steamer Mis- 
souri, from Boston for Liverpool, passed Cape 
Race yesterday atlla. m. She-reports all 
well, but says there is frightfully stormy 
weather on the Aitantic. Tne steamer Cas- 
pian has been detained four days by the hur- 
ricane on Saturday, being unable to face the 
northerly gales. 

GLOUCESTER, Mass.,November 19.—The fish 
ing fleet coutinues to report damage by the 
late gales. A number of schooners had their 
decks sweptand several lost their seines,cables 
and anchors.

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ADA ATKINSON’S MURDBRER. 


The Quiet NManging of the Inhuman Old Butcher—Uth« 
er Orimes. . 

Fow Ler, Ind., November 19.—About 10:80 
last night a man on horseback slowly rode to 
the jailfrom the southeast. After riding 
around the courthouse he turned rapidly in 
direction from which he came. About 
an hour after, about 300 masked'men rode 
into town. They hitched their horses, posted 
guards tO warn away citizens,and went to 
the east door of the jail, where they soon 
found entrance by breaking down 
the door with sledgehammers, Then

they quickly, but with great determination. | 
proceeded to break in the iron doors leading 
to the corridors. This took perhaps half an 
hour. They were after Jacolf Nelling, who 
so brutally murdered Ada Atkinson some 
weeks ago, He met them at the dcor of the 
cell already dressed, ready to go to his doom. 
He was guickly walked to a carriage, in 
which wasarope, The only remark he made 
was: “Goa little slow, gentlemen. I am 
older than some of you.’’ He was taken to 
Oxford and hung immediately. 

Nelling, after being placed in the carriage, 
was driven toa spot within a quarter of a 
mile from the scene of hiscrime. After be- 
ing removed from the vehicle he was told that 
he must die. He was given five minutes in 
which to make a confession, but refused to 
do 80, saying that as he 
already had acknowledged committing 
the murder it was unnecessary to repeat his 
former story. The rope was quickly thrown 
over the limb of a large oak tree, and two 
men sl oy forward and placed the noose 
around the old man’s neck. In doing this 
the collar he wore was torn, and another at- 
tempt to make him recite the story of the 
murder was rewarded by a sneer from the grum 
defiant man. Fifty men then grasped the 
rope, andin a moment the body wrs swaying 
in the air, After Netting had been pronounc- 
ei dead, the crowd quickly dispersed. 

HOW THE HANGING WAS ACCOMPLISHED. 

CINCINNATI, November 19.—A _ dispatch 
from Fowler, Ind., to the Times-Star says 
when the mob got into the jail, Nelling met 
them with ap overcoaton and said: ‘‘How 
are you, gepntiemen. I know what you want. 
[ am ready to go.’’ They put him in an open 
two seated buggy, and drove him ten miles 
southward to within 100 yards of the Atkin- 
son dwelling, in asmall ravine. They stop- 
ped under a walnut tree, a limb of which 
projected over the road. Over 
this they put their rope and adjusted 
the otherend around his neck as he stood on 
the rearseat. The captain asked himif he 
did not go to ravish Ada Atkinson. He said 
‘‘no,’’ amd said noone assisted him in the 
killing. Hewas asked if he had ever com- 
mitted any other great crime, and answered 
‘‘no.’? The order to drive out was then giv- 
en, the buggy was moved, and Nelling feil 
whirling’ In the air with scarcely a twitch of 
the muscles. Aftera few minutesthe cap- 
tain ordered the body to be left until taken 
down by the proper authorities, and the mob 
dsspersed. Nelling was the coolest man in 
the whole party. 
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THE MAULING OF MULHALL.

In the first 
round, after considerable sparring, Hussey 
got in a lefthander on Mulhall’s right cheek, 
and the latter returned the blow on Hussey’s 
nose, knocking him against the 
ropes, Hussey then landed a _ terrific 
blowon Mulhalls nose, flooring him, and 
getting the first blood and the first knock 
down. In the second round Mulhall planted 
a heavy blow on Hussey’s forehead, when 
they clinched and were separated. Rounds 
three and four were repetitions of the two 
previousgiones, Mulhall receiving nearly all 
the punishment and being unable to give 
any. Atthe call of time for the fifth round 
Hussey was the first to come tothe scratch. 
Mulhall reluctantly followed, and appeared 
to be under the influence of liquor. The lat- 
ter fought wildly. and appeared to be receiv- 
ing all the punishment. Hussey finally 
landed. a terrible sledge-hammer blow on 
Mulhall’s jaw, felling him like an ox, and he 
lay until assisted up.

A LONG ISLAND TRAGEDY, 


Particulars of the Bru'al Murder and Robbery Satur« 
day Afternoon.

THE VISIT OF THB GERMAN CROWN 
PRINCE TO SPAIN. 


Errinzton as an Irritant te Orangeitm in Ireland— 
An African Brigade io France—A Tragedy of the 
Rebeliion ta B igrade—DeLesseps and 
the Panama Canal—Foreign Notes. 


Lonpon, November 19.—A despatch from 
Cairo tothe Standard says a letter from Jed- 
dah, dated the thirteenth. confirms the repor- 
ted death of Commander Moncrieff and the 
annihilation of the Egyptian force.

A telegram from Khartoum, Soudan, says: 
It isreported that the ,forces of the false 
prophet have surrounded the Egyptian troops 
under Hicks Pasha, who is short of provis- 
ions. Later accounts from Jeddah relative to 
the defeat of the Egyptian froces at Toka, 
state that the KEgvpitian soldiers tiled before 
the enemy despite the efforts of their comman- 
der torally them. A soldier states that he saw 
Comder Moncrieff, British consul at Tuakim., 
who accompanied the expedition, surround- 
ed by the insurgents defending himself with 
arevolver. The Egyptians lost sixty-six men 
and two officsrs, 

The governor of Suakim has telegraphed to 
the khedive that although the Bedouins were 
numerically inferior to the Egyptian troops, 
the latter attempted no stand, but divested 
themselves of their arms and clothes and 
rushed naked into the sea, forsaking the 
Turkish officers commanding them, who 
were killed. The governor urgently de- 
mands reinforcements, but says it is useless 
tosend Egyptian soldiers becanse they will 
not fight. A council of ministers, the khe- 
dive presiding, to-day discussed measures for 
protecting Suakim and sn! jugating the hos 
tile tribes. It-was decicu.dto enlist Basbi 
Basouks, and 150 of them started to-day for 
Suakim, Six companies of black troops will 
be dispatched from Massowah. These will 
raise the garrison of Suakim to nearly 1,000 
men. A council of war also will go to Sua- 
kim to inquire into the disaster and to punish 
the guilty. The wildest rumors are again 
rife respecting Hicks Pasha, owing to the de- 
feat of the Egyptians at Toka. His force, 
however, and the force slaughtered at Toka 
were entirely disconnected. 

THE CROWN PRINCE. 

Maprip, November 19.—Preparations are 
being made at Valencia to give the German 
crown prince a hearty welcome on his arrival 
there.

ERRINGTON AND IRELAND. 

LONDON, November 19—The Standard’s 
Rome dispatch states that fresh confidential 
instructions have been sent by the vatican to 
the Catholic bishopsin Ireland, enjoining 
them to endeavor to create a sentiment influ- 
encing the Cat olics to actin accordance with 
the measures of the government. 

The recentorders forbidding the holding 
of orange and other meetings in Ireland, is 
considered to be due to the good oftices of 
Mr. Errington, English agent at Rome, for 
which he has been complimented by Cardi- 
nal Simeoni, prefect of the propaganda. 

Mr. Healy, M. P. Monoghan, delivered an 
address in Drogheda yesterday. before a large 
public meeting, in which he adverted to the 
report that the government intends at the 
next session of parliament to introduce a bill 
extending the franchise, from the benefits of 
which Ireland weg to be excluded. He de- 
clares that if Ireland didénot obtain an exten- 
sion of the franchise, England would not get 
it either. 

Mr. Biggar, M. P., ina speech delivered at 
Oldham, Lancaashire, stated that Earl Spen- 
cer, lord lieutenant of Ireland, had caused 
innocent people to be hanged on notoriously 
false evidence. He also declared that the 
orangemen were unimportant in number 
and were composed of knaves and dupes. 
When Sir Stafford Northcote visited Ireland 
the torcolight procession to which he had 
been treated was only organized after those 
who composed the procession had- received 
half a crown each to participate therein. 

FRENCH AFFAIRS, 

Paris, November 19 —La France says that 
it understands that General Camperon, minis 
ter of war, and Admiral Peyrone, minister of 
marine, have. decided to form a brigade de 
chassurs de Afrique to be placed at the dis- 
posal of-Admiral Corbet, in Tonquin. - The 
brigade will be made to start immediately. 

M. Challemel Lacour, who recently obtain- 
ed leave of absence from the foreign office, 
has written a letter to President Grevy from 
Cannes, finally resigning the office of minister 
of foreign affairs on account Of ill health. In 
the letter he thanks President Grevy for his 
constant kindness, and says he regrets the cir- 
cumstances which have compelled him tosep- 
arate from his colleagues, whom he highly es- 
teems, and with whom he has never ceased to 
be in accord. President Grevy has senta re- 
ply expressing his deep regret at the resigna- 
tion of so esteemed acolleague. Decrees have 
been issued appointing Prime Minister Ferry 
minister of foreign affairs, and M. Fallieres 
minister of public instruction in succession to 
M. Ferry. 

A Paris dispatch to Reuter’s telegram com- 
pany states that negotiations between France 
and China upon the Tenquin question have 
been resumed. The chamber of deputies are 
debating the budget. 

The committee of the chamber of deputies 
charged with framing a report upon the bill 
for the Tonquin credits, to-day examined 
Prime Minister Ferry and Admiral Peyron, 
minister of the marine, who explained to the 
committee the military situation in Tonquin, 
and affirmed that offensive operations by the 
French forces were imminent if they had not 
already been commenced. Ferry promised 
that he would place before the committee all 
the displomatic documents relating to the 
Tonquin question. The committee then ad- 
journed until to-morrow. Reports that have 
been current to the effect that the French 
government had presented an ultimatum to 
China upon the Tonquin question, are semi 
officially denied. 

The Temps, referring to the articles in the 
German newspapers on France, in reply to 
the comments of the French newspapers on 
the visit of the German crown prince to 
Spain, accuses the German press of bad faith 
in endeavoring to create a belief that France 
is trying to provoke an insult to Germany.

[RISH IMMIGRATION TO CANADA. 

Toronto, November 19 —A meeting will be 
held here to consider means to relieve desti- 
tute emigrants from Ireland. In this con- 
nection Archbishop Lynch in a circular says 
that those who have been the cause of the 
emigrants coming here, and of such destitu- 
tion, should be made to bear the chief bur- 
den. The government of New Brunswick re- 
ceived a lotof emigrants from Ireland during 
the famous years of 1848 and °49, and after 
much parleying they got a check from the 
home government to cover their expenses. 

THE TRIAL OF POOLE.

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STABBED IN THS BREAST. 


The Tragic laterruption of a Case on Trial in Mente 
gomery. 

MonTGOMERY, ALA, November 19 —There 
was a tragic interruption to-day of the case of 
Joseph Goodwin vs. the Southern express 
company, on trial in the city court here. 
Some months ago a watch was stolen from 
the express companyen route from Mont- 
gomery in Pensacola.

He is 
now under arrest for assault,

Above me thestarsshone out in all the 
brightness this western country only can 
show. But sleep wou!d not come this night 

try asI might.. I lay during what 
hours to me, yet I could not sleep. 
ly my stock seemed fret{ul, as they 
would do when a storm was coming on. 
Again and again I| tried to sleep until a dread 
came Over me, from which |] became quite 
nervous. if arose. taking my rifle, and went 
all around for 200 to 300 feet. but nota living 
thing could I see or hear. The was 
not broken even by a coyote’s So I 
went back and wrapping my blankets about 
me, I lay down again, laughing at my nervous- 
ness, determined to but instead of 
sleep a feeling took possession of me such as 
I can not describe. Something seemed to be 
tugging at me and drawing me towards my 
stock. Llinvoluntarily arose and walked to 
my stock, which still seemed fretful. I loosen- 
ed their lariats and led them, as this impulse 
léd me, into the sage brush some distance 
from the trail, all the while calling myself a 
coward, and using all my will power to over- 
come the strange feeling whichseemed to pos- 
sess me; yet I picketed my stock, went back 
and removed my entire outfit to my new 
quarters. 

Then again lying down, intended to sleep, 
a feeling of satisfaction seemed to replace the 
dread which had so controlled me. I lay 
there only a few minutes, thinking of what 
the expressman wou!d think of me, in case 
he came through before daylight, when the 
air was rent by the most hideous yells that 
ever escaped from the lips of a redskin. I 
crawled out from my stock, and looking out 
from the brush could faintly see the outlines 
ofadozen Arapahoes. They had found the 
clearing where I had been in camp, and find- 
ing my fire out and everything deserted, they 
leit, after looking around in some of the 
brush, at times being close enough to me to 
have shot them with my pistols. Imagine 
my feelings as they struck off the trail west.

WOUNDED IN NASHVILLE. 


How the Drunken Yeurg Drummer Gruw Jeslovs 
Through Fear cf Rivals,and Fatally Wounded 
His Victim—TIne Giri’s Antecedents ta 
Atiatta~A Tale of Iilici«c Love. 


Clarie Roberts, atone (imea well known figure 
in ‘Atlanta by gaslight,’’ was dangerously and 
probably fatally shot in Nashville Saturday night 
by John M. Billingsley. 

The shooting took place ina Nashville bagnio 
where the woman was stopping, and the man who 


pulled the trigger, is extensively known in this 
state. Late Saturday night Billingsley visited the 
girland insisted upon spending the night, but was 
refused. The man and woman then went out on 
the front porch where the shooting occurred. There 
were no eye witnesses to the tragedy, and the girl’s 
statementis about as follows. she says that after 
they reached the porch Billingslea said: 

“Clarie I believe you love somebody else better 
than me andiil knew you did I would kill you.” 

To this declaration she replied: “You know 
Johnnie, l love you better than anybody else, and 
always give you the preferepce, but what Il tell you 
is so, and you ought not to doubt me.’’ 

Billingsley then took out the pistol and com- 
meuced playing withit. He was holding the wea- 
on in his right hand, while he steadied himseli 
- holding on to her leftshoulder with his left 
Was staggering drunk and actually 
She says some litte time 
perhaps three minutes—elapsed after she had 
assured him of her love, when she 
kissed him, _ thinking might quiet 
him. She had hardly done this when 
the pistol, which he was holding iow down by his 
side and clicking and revolving as he played with 
it, went off, and she felt a sharp pain in the breast. 
She uttered a sharp cry of pain, when Billingsley 
threw the pistol away, clasped her in his arms and
